“Healthcare News Monitor” 
Summer Health. Fact or Myth? 


As children, most of us heard lots of health advice. Unfortunately, some of it, however well-intentioned, 
was medically incorrect. See if you've ever. e beard or believed - any of these common summer health 
myths. 

. “Wait a half hour after cating before you can safely go swimming.” This one seemed almost 
universally accepted when I was a child and is’still believed today. The myth involves the possibility 
of suffering sevete muscle cramping:and drowning from swimming on a full stomach. While it’s true 
that the digestive process does divert the circulation of the blood toward the gut and to.a certain 
extent, away from the muscles, the fact is that an episode of drowning caused by swimming on a full 
stomach has never been documented. Neither the American Academy of Pediatrics nor, the: American 
Red Cross makes any specific recommendations about waiting any amount of time after eating before 
taking a swim, There's a theoretical possibility that one could develop a cramp while swimming with 
a full stomach, but a person swimming in a pool or controlled swimming area could easily exit the 
water if this happens. As with any exercise after eating, swimming, right after a big meal might be 
uncomfortable, but it won't cause you to drown. 

© “Sunburn will fade into a tan,” or “You need to burn first before you start to tan.” Sunburn 
is a burn and not a prerequisite stage ‘for a tan. Sunburn will resilt in skin damage, redness, and 
eventual peeling. Any amount of sun exposure poses an increased risk for the development of skin 
cancers and premature aging, but sunburn poses an even stronger risk. 

© “Dark-skinned people don’t need sunscreen.” People with lighter skins have less melanin, the 
pigment that absorbs UV radiation and protects skin, than darker-skinned people. While light-skinned 
people will be very sensitive to the effects of UV rays from the sun, those with darker skins can still 
be ‘affected by damaging UV radiation. The American Academy of Dermatology recommends routine 
sunscreen us¢ (with an SPF of at least. 15) for dark-skinned people. 

* Finally, there's the watermelon-sced myth. No, the seeds won't germinate and grow in your 
stomach if you swallow them. There is a very small risk of damage to the intestine (inflammation, 
obstruction, or a wound or tear in the bowel) from swallowing any small, sharp object such as a seed. 
A watermelon or other type of seed could potentially lodge inside the appendix and lead to 
appendicitis, but this is very unlikely to happen. The benefits of including fruit in your diet far 
outweigh any risks associated with swallowing seeds.

Information on Alabama Shrews......

Most people have fear the

plant eater, but‘have you ‘ever 
heard. of an insectivore? These 
terms help classify animals into, 
groups based on theif, primary 
feeding “habits.

may be in larval:or adult form. ' 


The insect eaters discussed in 
this article are. called shrews, 


A shrew isa small fur-cov- - 
ered mammal. Few.people have 


‘evér seen-one: or even know 
they-exist, Perhaps your recog- 


nition of the term shrew is from: 


the title of the William Shake» 
speare comedy “Taming of the 
Shrew.’ Researchers have iden- 
tified many different species of 
shrews and at least four are 
known in Alabama, ’ 
Short-tailed,: Southeastern, 
least, and pygmy shrews have: 
all: been identified in our state: 
Although there are differences 
in these four species, some sim- 
ilarities exist, Physical charac- 
teristics that are common to all 
Alabama shrews include total 
lengths of less than 5 1/2 inches 
from the tip of the snout to:the 
tip of the tail,.body weights of 
less than | ounce, and tiny ears. 
There are also similarities in 


their life histories. All four Ala- 
bama shrews.are known to be 
active day and night..The likely 
reason for extended activity. is 
due to their voracious appetites: 
Some shrews have’ been known 
to eat one to three times their 
body weight in a-24-hour pe- 
riod. Shrews have life spans 
from.one to two years.in length, 
All of our Alabama shrews are 
folind iy damp areas or in Close 
proximity to water. Research’ 
has shown that the short-tailed 
shrew requires a high level of 
‘humidity in its surroundings at 
all times: The required humid- 
‘ity may be found in moist areas 
on the ground or in tunnels in 
drier habitats.” ~ , 

Two of our shrews, the short: 
tailed and the least shrew, are 
classified as 
shrews, The other two have 
longer tails in relation to their 
total body lengths and are in the 
genus Sorex; Fur color may 
vary within one shrew species 
but- the following colors are 
common: the short-tailed shrew 
is lead colored; the southeastern 
is brown; and the pygmy and 
least are Cinnamon.

Many Kinston _ residents 
could be found last week watch- 
ing the warehouse building as 
this local landmark was being 
moved, Some even brought 
their grandchildren along with 
them to share a little history. 

“Tt 8 a landmark in Kinston,” 
said Joan Stephens, owner of 
the building. “We didn’t want to 
lose it, so we decided to move it 
to our land,” 

Stephens said that the build- 
ing had apparently been built on 
railroad property in Kinston and 
the Illinois-based railroad com- 
pany who owns the railroad re- 
cently ordered the structure be 
moved. 

“We don’t have any real plans 
for.it right now,” said Stephens. 
“We just didn't want to lose it.” 

According to Stephens, the 
building has been around since 
the 1930s: 

“The building was built by 
R.E. Williams, who, at'the time, 
owned probably half of Kin- 
ston,” said Stephens. “It stayed 
in his. family. until’ the 1990s 
when I acquired the building.” 

When asked what the original 
name, of the business was, 
Stephens stated, “that was be- 
fore my time.”

After. working through their 
meeting agenda Monday morn- 
ing, July. 28, Coffee County 


’ Commissioners recessed their 


regular bimonthly meeting until 


_ the afternoon when they gath- 
. \ered'to discuss the sheriff’s pro- 
posed budget(s) for Fiscal Year 

*. 2009. 


_ Upon reopening the meeting, 
‘Commission . chairman Tom 
Grimsley said the purpose of 
the afternoon. session _was’ to 
look at the sheriff’s department 
budget. 

“Last year’ 8 budget (Fiscal 
Year 2008) was mighty, fair,” 
said’Sheriff Dave Sutton:as he 


' ibegan his remarks. “I have no 


‘complaints about it.” 

That being said, he did re- 
mind Commissioners that fuel 
prices soared during the year, 
‘and he attributed the increase in 


» fuel prices 'to be a major factor» 


in the department having a pro- 


"jected overage with the current 


budget. 

Sutton said thé projected 
overage for the current budget 
is - approximately 
$68,000. 

While the sheriff said the 
major cause of the projected 
overage is fuel prices, there are 
other causes for it as well in- 
cluding a bill owed to Williams 
Signs of Elba in the amount of 
$8,070.30. Sutton ‘said this bill 
includes the cost for lights and 
striping on the new patrol units 
purchased this year. He said 
this cost was an oversight in the 


current budget and mistakenly ~ 


left out. 
“We need to look at getting 
these people paid,” Sutton said. 
While the sheriff’s depart- 


ment budget has-a projected 
overage of ° approximately 
$68,000, Sutton said’ the jail 
budget also has a- projected 
overage of approximately 
$1,700 in the current budget. 


’ Again, he'attributed this mostly 


to fuel prices, 
“A* few months ago, the 
county administrator asked us 


to curtail spending, and we did- 


at that time,” Sutton said.
